SIGNS OF THE ZODIAC REVEAL 
ANCIENT ANCESTRY OF BOI K 


IF you are toasting the arrival of 
* Spring with Bock Beer, you may 
not know it, but you really are fol­ 
lowing the pattern of some far-off 
ancestor going as far back as the 
days of King Hammurabi, the great 
law giver of some 4,000 years ago.

changed the beginning of the legal 
New Year to January 1st in 1752 
Today, with mechanical tempera­ 
ture controls a n d fine materials 
available at all times, Bock could 
be made the year round, but its 
season Is limited by tradition. Bock. 
being a heavier brew than most 
other types, suits the Early Spring 
taste, but most connoisseurs pre 
fer the lighter brew s the rest of the 
year.
